Petrograd.) 

- “In your note of this date your

“1. Alsace and Lorraine is to be 


returned to France.

“The Government of the French 
republic wishing to confirm the im- 
portante and meaning of treaties en- 
tered into with the Russian Govern- 
ment in 1915, as to object of regulat- 
ing at the end of the present war the 
status of Constantinople and _ the 
Straits, in accordance with Russian 
wishes, is ready to preserve for its 
allies. all guarantees with ‘regard to 
military safety of the empire, »which 
recognizes the complete freedom of 
Russia to determine her western 
boundaries. ISVOLSKY.”’ 

Plans as to Dardanelles. 

In the three appended documents 
is contained the dispositions of the 
allies for the settlement of the ques- 
tion of Constantinople and the Dar- 
danelles. These are, perhaps, the 
least secret of the documents made 
public by Trotzky, in the sense that 
their context had been @ matter of 
fairly common knowledge from the 
beginning.

“On the 19th of February (March 
4, 1915) the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs handed a memorandum to the 
French and British Ambassadors in 
which was defined the position as to 
annexation to Russia of the follow- 
ing territories, as the result of the 
present war: The city of Constan- 
tinople; the western shores of the 
Bosphorus, Marmor Sea and the Dar- 
danelles; Southern Frigia, to the line 
of Enos-Media; the shores of Asia 
Minor, batween Bosphorus, the River 
Samarra and a point of Ismid Gulf 
to be subsequently defined; the 
islands of Marmor Sea and the 
islands of Imbros and Tenedos. The 
special rights of England and France 
within the limits of aforesaid terri- 
tories to remain undisturbed. 

“The French as well as the En- 
glish Governments expressed their 
assent to the fulfillment of our de- 
sires in the event of a successful ter- 
mination of the war and the -satis- 
faction of a series of demands of 
France and England within the lim: 
its of the Ottoman empire as well as 
in other places. These demands in so 
far as they refer to Turkey are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“The recognition of Constantinople 
as a free port for the transit of mer- 
chandise not coming from or going 
to Russia, and the freedom of pass- 
age through the Straits of merchant 
ships. 

“The recognition of English and 
French rights in Asiatic Turkey sub- 
ject to specific definition in a special 
agreement between France, England 
and Russia. 

“The preservation of sacred Mo- 
hammedan places and of Arabia, un- 
der the independent Mohammedan 
rule. 

“The inclusion within the English 
sphere of influence of the Persian 
neutral zone created by the treaty of 
1907 between England and Russia.” 

Reservations by Russia. 

In recognizing these claims as in 
general subject to satisfaction the 
K.ussian Government nevertheless 
made certain reservations: 

“With respect to formulation’ of 
our wishes in connection with sacred 
Mohammedan places it is necessary 
to define now whether these places 
will remain under the administra- 
tion of Turkey with the retention by 
the Sultan of the titles of Caliph, or 
is it the intention to create new and 
independent governments? In our 
opinion it would be desirable to sep- 
arate the Caliphate from Turkey. At 
all events, the freedom of pilgrimage 
is to be insured. 

“In agreeing to the inclusion of 
neutral zone of Persia within the 
English sphere of influence the Rus- 
sian Government considers it only 
just to state that the region of the 
cities Iphsagan and Jezda shall be 
confirmed to Russia, as well as a 
strip of the neutral zone which cuts 
in the shape‘of a wedge between 
Russian and Afghan boundaries and 
reaching the boundary itself to Zul- 
phogar, shall be included within the 
Russian sphere of influence. 

“The Russian Government also 
considers desirable at the same time 
to reach the solution of the question 
as to the territory of Northern Af- 
ghanistan continguous to Russia. in 
line with its wishes expressed in the 
negotiations of 1914. 

“After the entrance of Italy into 
the war our wishes were commun!- 
cated to the Italian Government. 
which expressed its assent oh its 
own behalf on condition that, in the 
event of successful termination of 
the war, the Italian claims in gen- 
eral, and specifically in the East. 
be satisfied, and on recognition by 
Italy within the limits of territories 
ceded by us of identical rights as 
possessed by England and France.”

GERMANY STARVING 


Stories of Bad Economic Copdi- 
tions Come From All Parts, 
». Says Wholesaler in St. Louis, 


R. O. Krogenoes, representative oi 
the Harald Anderson Shoe Co. of 
Christiania. Norway, the largest 
wholesale shoe company in that 
country, who is in the United States 


to arrange for a shipment of shoes 
to Norway. is in St. Louis to inspect 
local shoe factories. He said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel today that the people of 
his country are suffering through a 
scarcity of footwear and that shoe 
prices have advanced in Norway 
since the war from $6 to $18 a pair. 

He is accompanied by an interpre- 
ter. 

“Tt is premature to talk of peace’ 
your goai is too near,” he declared 
“Germany is starving. We have th‘s 
information from authentic sources 
—from neutrals who daily leave Ger- 
many They relate awful stories of 
against 
their own people, who are clamoring 
for food, and it is common news that 
the poor people of Germany are shot 
down in the streets in food demon- 
strations., i 

“You must crush the German mili- 
tary power or be crushed. Do not 
temporize. They are merciless. Nor- 
way shall never forget the murder 
of its citizens on the sea, and we are 
heart and soul in sympathy with any 
plan that will end Germany’s mili- 
tary power forever. 

Starvation in All Parts. 

“Were we to view the situation 
from a military standpoint,” he add- 
ed, “it would appear that Germany 
has won the war. But the contrary 
is true. ‘We meet people from all 
parts of Germany, coming into our 
country by different routes, and they 
all tell the same stories—frightful 
economic conditions and starvation. 

“Norway has been compelled, 
much against its will, to let Germany 
have 15 per cent of its fish catch 
each year. We must do this under an 
old treaty or enter the war. To take 
up arms against Germany would 
mean our destruction, for we are 
weak militarily. 

Most of Fish Goes to. England. 

“In return for the fish Germany 
sends us medicines and some needful 
articles which we cannot obtain from 
England and the United States. An- 
other part of our fish catch goes to 
Denmark, for which we 
(ges, cheese and butter. England 
takes about 60 per cent of the catch. 
We catch an enormous amount of 
fish and 10 per cent of the catch is 
sufficient for our own. needs. 

Vre do not get a sufficient amount 
of wheat flour, and we are conserv- 
ing in everything. We have no coal 
this year, as England has cut off the 
supply, but + e have enough wood to 
operate our factories and heat our 
homes. 

“The war is playing havoc with 
our business, as we are denied raw 
materials, but we are not complain- 
ing; indeed, we welcome any sacrifice 
that means a blow at Germany. 

“They sank our ships without 
warning, without reason. They fired 
on our sailors and men, women and 
children, in open bagats. Norway has 
taken this barbarism to heart. Nor- 
way will not *>rget. 

Peace Talk Is 


“German peace talk is not 


2} prompted by the military sithation 


or by humanitarian motives. Ger- 


man peace talk is forced by internal 
conditions. The people have found 
the Kaiser’s promises of early victory 
empty, and from promises the Ger- 
man military has turned to savage 
measures against the German people. 

“We Norwegians who have lived 
close to Germany through this war 
know from direct information that 
Germany’s end is near. The German 
people are human and cannot endure 
the struggle much longer. 

“You must win, or we shall all be 
ponquered. We know that Germany 

lso has designs on us. Finish them 
while you are at it. We know that 
it is necessary.” 

Krogenoes will remain in 8t. Louis 
until Thursday. He will then depart 
for Washington to confer with Dr. 
Nansen, Norway’s economic repre- 
sentative in the United States.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (By A. P.). 
-Control of prices and division of 
livestock purchases throughout the 
United States so as to eliminate com: 
petition were charged to the five big 
meat packing firms today by Francis 
J. Heney on the basis of confidential 
letters and telegrams taken from the 
‘packers’ files and read into the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission’s hearing on 

the packing industry. 

7 Preceding the introduction of doc- 
umentary evidence today, Senator 
Thompson of Kansas appeared at his 
own request to tell the commission 
that references to him found in the 
files were unfounded. 

The Senator denied specifically 


that he ever handled any business} 


for the packers or that W. H. Gates 
contributed $1000 to his campaign 
expenses. He declared he was 
strongly in favor of both the resolu- 
tions for Congressional investigation 
of the packing industry. He read 
a telegram from Gates denying that 
Gates ever had made such a state- 
ment as was credited to him in the 
packers’ files. 

Heney introduced records to show 
that the total purchases of livestock 
by the five packing firms from 1918 
to 1917 were apportioned by percent- 
ages. While the extent of individual 
purchasés varied in separate mar- 
, kets, according to facilities of plants 
at that point, Heney said the total 
purchases always were made to con- 
form to an agreed percentage. These 
percentages, he charged, were base 
on percentages of ownership hid by 
Armour, Swift and Morris in th Na- 
tional Packing Co., dissolved by the 
Federal courts in 1912, but which 
Heney says has been continued and 
extended so as to include Wilson 
and Cudahy. 

_ Armour’s Letter Read. 

A letter from Philip D. Armour to 
J. Ogden’ Armour, dated Denver, Oc- 
tober, 1915, was read, saying: 

‘Of course, as you know, everything 
is done here on a fifty-fifty basis and 
with the facilities we have it is al- 
anont impossible to keep up this ra-

If 
it is working towards the end we seek, we should 
encourage every movement in harmony with its 
purpose. :

Poorly Paid Railroad Clerks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Just prior to the last presidential elec- 
tion, when a general strike of railroad 
trainmen threatened to tie up practically 
all the business of the country, the al- 
ready highly paid trainmen were given 
very substantial increases, although the 
Government was not instrumental in do- 
ing anything for unorganized labor, and 
gpince then any increases voluntarily. given 
unorganized labor by the railroads have 
been small. In the railroad offices are 
many well educated, intelligent, competent 
clerks whose salaries, after many years of 
faithful service, are considerably smaller 
than the pay receivdd by trainmen of only 
a few years’ service. With the cost of 

living steadily increasing, many railroad 
clerks find their salaries inadequate to 

- gupply their families with any more than 
the barest necessities of life. 

I hope this letter may come to the 
_motice of some one eapable of devising 
and “putting into effect some practical plan 
-of directing the attention of the Railroad, 
Wage Board to the plight’ of the thou- 
sands of poorly paid clerks and other un- 
organized railroad employes, who, while 
not lacking in loyalty or patriotism, are 
on the verge of being driven out of rail- 
road service into other lines of work of- 
fering sufficient compensation to enable 
them to support their families during the 
present distressing period of high cost of 
food, fuel and clothing, from which high 
cost of living, unorganized labor, genér- 
ally speaking, is suffering to a much 
greater extent than the more highly paid 
organized labor of railroads.

ONE OF OUR UNWRITTEN LAWS. 
That no amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion can be ratified by a Legislature elected prior 
to the submission of the amendment is a provi- 
sion Legislator George A. Slater would have in- 
corporated in the Constitution of the State of 
New York. Such a provision is already in force 
in Florida and Tennessee, but it is a safeguard 
that should not need the support of basic/law. An 
elementary principle of popular government 
ought to restrain a presumptuous Legislature from 
ratifying a Federal amendment which it has no 
mandate from the people to ratify. That principle 
is a part of the unwritten law of democracies, 


because it is unwritten and because obedience to 
it issa matter of good faith. 

But in at least three instances we have seen 
Legislatures coolly assuming authority to ratify 
when they were elected months before the issue 
Was presented to the country and when they 
lacked popular sanction for their act. It may be 
desirable to give the principle the force and va- 
lidity of law, especially in view of the radical 
ferment which many believe to be inevitable after 
the close of the war.

CAR STOPS AND RAPID TRANSIT. 

“A Daily Reader’ urges that, if the United 
Railways should adopt the rule of cutting out 
certain stops, passengers should, protest by re- 
maining on. cars, as some have done when the 
“turn-in” rule resulted in failure to take them 
to their destination. He says: “If you want to 
get off at Forty-third street, why should you be 
carried to Forty-fourth?’’ 

If the Public Service Commission authorizes 
the cutting out of certain stops, the traveling 
public will be compelled to walk a block or two 
to get. on or off cars, unless the remaining stops 
happen to be at points where they have been ac- 
customed to get on or off. But the rule would 
mean quicker transit. If we had a subway, pas- 
sengers would not expect to find stations or stop- 
ping places at every street corner. They would 
willingly walk a block or two in order to be as- 
sured of rapid transit between the stations. 

We can never have rapid transit if cars must 
stop at any and every street crossing for pas- 
sengers to get on or off. 
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A SURPRISING REVOLUTION. 

That the actual Russian revolution came as a

It is a realistic story of ter- 
rorism—the underground war between the secret 
police of the Czar and the-men and women whé 
led the Socialist party and organized squads of 
desperate bomb throwers, assassins and “expro- 
priators,” as those who committed robberies to: 
get funds rs the cause were called. 

And it all ends in failure. One by one the de. 
voted terrorists are slain, the secrets of the party | 
are discovered through spies and provocateurs, 
and the apparent apathy and ignorance of the 
Masses make the revolution seem impossible. 

Savinkov writes as one who knew all this from 
individual experience. How surprised he and 
other revolutionary leaders must have been when, 
without terrorism, the democratic spirit arose in 
the Duma and the seemingly inert masses, in the 
army and the cities, awoke to power and, In a 
week, brought about the downfall of all that 
mighty, ubiquitous imperial system that had 
been hanging, dhooting and exiling the revo- 
lutionists year after year.

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FOOD TEST OF PATRIOTISM. 

In a land where food has always been abundant | 
and always been wasted, it is no easy matter to 
bring home to all the people a sudden realization 
of the necessity for saving or devise effective 
measures of economy. 

High prices have had their inevitable effect 
upon the tables of the poor. It is not in this direc- 
tion that the President is looking when in his 
proclamation he calls upon his fellow-countrymen 
to deny themselves in the interest of our asso- 
Giates in the war.” He addresses the well-fed and 
the overfed, who are very numerous. If these 
elements can be made to understand the situation 
the problem will not be difficult of solution. Most 
people even now do not grasp the fact that there 
is only one way to provide Western Europe with 
food, and that is by restricted consumption in this 
country. It is not a question of money or of price. 
It is a question of supply. There is not enough 
food in the world, and until the new erops appear 
the best that can be done is to piece out existing 
stocks. 

We are not asked even to deny ourselves food 
in plenty—the restriction is placed only upon the 
kind of food to be shipped to our European asso- 
ciates—beef, mutton, pork, wheat and sugar. 

Aside from the regulation of bakers and yublic 
houses, what the President and Mr. Hoover ask 
is a great voluntary limitation of diet, the srejec- 
tion of unnecessary articles, the stringent hus- 
banding of wheat flour, meats and sugary and, in 
particular, the prevention of all waste. If these 
suggestions were enforceable by law no one would 
suffer anything more than trifling inconvenience. 
Depending as they do upon the generosity and 
patriotism of the people, and subject in most cases 
to personal regulation, they entail no hardship 
and, we believe, will be cheerfully obeyed. 

Million8 of people can do nothing more than 
this to win the war. They cannot fight, and they 
may have the spirit of service as well developed 
as those who bear arms, They cannot hope to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with the allied democ- 
racies, but they can share their food with them 
and so as truly support them.

request for the enactment of a water-power meas- 
ure as a part of the long-delayed program of leg- 
islation conserving natural resources was to pass 
a bill along the lines of the objectionable Shields 
bill. 

The attempt to rush this bill through under the 
pressure of war necessity is not, however, likely 
to be successful. The real fight will take place 
in the House, which has named a special com- 
mittee to consider this important problem and 
which has had the assistance in formulating a 
bill of the heads of the War, the Interior and the 
Agricultural Departments, 


ure, drawn with a full knowledge of conditions 
and embodying the results of the best experience. 
It applies to water power in the national -forests, 
on public and on Indian lands and in navigable 
streams elsewhere. 

Its safeguards for insuring those vital essentials 
of unhampered public control at all times, prompt 
and complete development, short-term grants and 
rigid regulation of rates, to enable the people to 
share the benefits of their own assets, are said to 
be wisely and effectively devised. 

The one pledge in the platforms of 1912 that 
still awaits legislative fulfillment is the pledge 
relating to conservation of natural wealth. A just 
bill governing the leasing of mineral lands should 
supplement the water-power bill. The hesitation 
and delay that have already marked the treat- 
ment of the problems in Congress are a reproach. 

The water power now unutilized in the country 
is estimated at 50,000,000 horsepower. Enterprises 
that will harness some part of this great aggre- 
gate of power dnd place it at ‘the disposal of 
urgent war needs should not be delayed a single 
day by a failure on the part of Congress to do its 
full duty. 
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WHEN SPRING COMES. 

Regarded superficially, things do not appear to 
be moving well in America this winter. What with 
fuel shortages, industrial embargos, railway con- 
gestions, awkwardness in handling war prepara- 
tions as revealed by congressional inquiries, 
wheatless and meatless days\and other unpleas- 
ant concomitants it would appear that there was 
some reason for a restive feeling on the part 
of the people. 

War has always been and almost always will 
be an unpleasant thing. No matter how well 
campaigns are conducted and how excellent do- 
mestic conditions are, there is bound to be dis- 
tigss. and suffering.

The oil 
was contained in a giass receptacle, 
on which was a scale marking the 
hours from 4 in the afternoon to 8 
the next morning, and the height of 
the liquid upon the scale would sho 
the time. A twelve-inch candle, of 
which three inches would burn 
away in an hour, is supposed te have 
been used by King Alfred. 

Sundials, which date back to 
early times, were not all like the kind 
set up as ornaments in modern gar- 
dens. Specimens of pocket dials of 
brass and ivory are in the collection, 
besides a ring with a hole in the top. 
Held in position to admit a ray of 
the sun through the hole, the hour is 
marked on a scale inside the ring. 
There is also a model of a pole used 
by the Montagnais Indians of Cana- 
da. It was set up and parties of hun- 
\ters passing by would mark the shad- 
‘ow of the sun on the snow for the

follow.

Field Marshal Haig Thirty-Three 
Years in Army. 


IELD MARSHAL GENERAL 
F SIR DOUGLAS HAIG, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Britisk 
forces in France, is in his fifty-sev- 
enth year. He headed the first army 
corps of the British expeditionary 
force and won his promotion by 
“distinguished sexyvice in the field.” 
Before the outbreak of the war 
Gen. Haig was for some years Chief 
of Staff of the army in India. He 
graduated from Oxford before he en- 
tered the army, 33 years ago, with 
the Seventh Hussars. He served in 
the Sudan, taking part in the action 
at Khartoum, and won British and 
Egyptian medals. During the South 
African War he was for a time asso- 
ciated with Lord French, his prede- 
cessor as Comander in Chief, and 
later in independent operations as 
leader of a group of columns he 
greatly distinguished himself and 
was awarded the King’s and Queen’s 
medals. - 

After the end of the Boer War he 
was dispatched to India as Inspector 
General of Cavalry, and it was while 
holding that post, in 19056, that he 
married a daughter of Lord Vivian. 
He reached the rank of Major-Gen- 
eral in 1904, and in 1909 was knight- 
ed and appointed Chief of Staff in 
India. It is in the cavalry branch of 
the military service that Gen. Haig 
made his reputation as a leader. He 
has been called the handsomest of- 
ficer in the British army.

The Captain, utterly disgusted with 
him, sent him under escort to Divi- 
sion Headquarters for trial by court- 
martial, charged with desertion un- 
der fire. 

They shoot deserters in France. 

During his trial, Lioyd sat as one 
dazed, and could put nothing forward 
in his defense, only an occasional 
“Dont have me shot!”’ 

His sentence was passed: “To be 
shot at 3:38 o'clock on the morning 
of May 18, 1916.” This meant that 
he had only one more day to live. 

He did not realize the awfulnéss of 
his sentence, his brain seemed para- 
lyzed. He knew nothing of his trip, 
under guard, in a motor lorry to the 
sand-bagged guardroom in the vil- 
lage, where he was dumped on the 
floor and left, while a sentry with a 
fixed bayonet paced up and down in 
front of the entrance. 

Bully beef, water and biscuits were 
left beside him for his supper. 

The sentry, seeing that he ate 
nothing, came inside and shook him 
by the shoulder, saying in a kind 
voice: 

“Cheero, laddie, better eat some- 
thing. You'll feel better. Don't give 
up hope. You'll be pardoned before 
morning. I know the way they run 
these things. They're only trying 
to scare you, that's all, Come, now, 
that’s a good lad, eat something, It'll

When the fact that all hope was 
gone finally entered Lloyd's brain, a 
calm seemed to settle over him, and 
rising to his knees, with his arms 
stretched out to heaven, he prayed, 
and all of his soul entered into the 
prayer: 

“Oh, good and merciful God, gives 
me strength to die like a man! De- 
liver me from this coward’s death. 
Give me a chance to die like my 
mates in the fighting line, to dle 
fighting for my country. I ask this 
of Thee.” m
